The State Department of Agri­ 
culture estimates that it costs 11 1 
cents a pound to produce cotton. 
The figures are based on IHI acres 
and the largest items are $ 1,300 
for the farm operator, $100 for , 
feed of team and $180 interest 
on farm and equipment, making i 
a total of $2,080 for these three 
items out of a total estimated 
production cost of $11,ISO. 
The Department seems to have 
followed a vagary that has been) 
used by so-called cost experts in 
almost every other line of bush, 
ness. 
It seems to have assumed 
t hat the operator and team will 
be engaged in nothing else hut 
the production of thirty acres of 
cotton. 
It follows the one-crop 
idea. 
It would he interesting to 
know what the cost of lard would 
be if the packers did nothing but 
m ake lard.
